WHEN IN PRISON. 
‘AY NEW commandment is just being put in force in the Manchester 
* City Gaol—namely, “ Thou shalt not promise to pay thy debts— 
when in prison.” An unfortunate prisoner was brought before Mr. 
Headlam, at the City Police Court, a few days ago, and his offence was 
that after serving a term of imprisonment in the City Gaol, he was caught 
in the act of conveying a written communication from another prisoner 
out of the prison, as he was about to be discharged, to the following effect : 
“I will call and pay what I owe for the clothes, etc., early in. June. 
Apologising for negligence, I remain, ete., yours, James Etchells.” And 
this is what prison life is bringing the world to—namely, that a man shall 
not be allowed even to promise to pay his tailor when he is in prison. 
Surely, instead of hauling up the unfortunate prisoner for such a slight 
breach of prison discipline, the Governor of the Gaol ought to have rushed 
to the Prisoners’ Aid Society, and pointed out that at last a real case of 
reformation had been discovered, and that a man had been found in 
prison with a conscience which kept him from sleeping because he hadn't 
paid his tailor.

The frequenters of tly 
latter place, as I have already said, are earnest pleasure-scekers—secking 


their pleasure, however, in attention to the programme which the stage 
provides. Of the Alexandra, it must first of all be owned that the per. 
formance is regarded by a large number of its frequenters as a sort of 
extra attraction provided as a sort of “ draw ”"—and, it may be adiej, , 
remarkable collection of persons is drawn together thereby. Not that the 
entertainment is a bad one; only last week, when visiting the house {y 
purposes of exploration, I witnessed a very funny adaptation of the Pun 
and Judy show, cleverly manipulated, and quite worth the shilling paid 
for admission. There were also some tolerably effective dissolving views, 
and there was, of course, some singing. The melody was of the usw) 
music-hall character, consisting on the part of the. gentlemen of a bellow 
and a strut, and, on that of the ladies, being composed chiefly of half. 
dozen cracked notes and a wriggle. There is, however, to be noticed st 
the Alexandra a singular want of enthusiasm among the audience, Itis 
possible that the higher prices charged—namely, a shilling and sixpence— 
may have something to do with this, these charges being just sufficiently 
large to induce pleasure-seekers of small means to go there and strut, 
under the impression that they have paid handsomely for their evening's 
diversion, It is true that for a shilling the same person could be admitted 
to the pit of a theatre, but the pit of a theatre is voted slow by the people 
who affect the Alexandra. The advantages may be briefly enumerated, 
In the first place there is smoking and drinking ; next there is a prome- 
nade, and liberty of moving about; thirdly, you are not expected to pay 
any attention to the performance unless you like ; and lastly, though uot 
leastly, the society of the fair sex is to be had in infinite profusion; al 
thus there is altogether a sort of romantic element in the “ Alec” which 
places the poor snob who frequents it on the best possible terms with 
himself. Ths snob, however, or cheap swell such as he is, is not the oly 
typical male frequenter of the “Alec.” There is a class of individuals 
holding a much higher status in society whose members are by no means 
occasionally ashamed of mingling with the snob in his pleasures aul 
adventures. There is game for these gentlemen at the Alexandr of 
infinite variety. It need hardly be stated that the game both for snob 
and gentleman is found among the female portion of what need scarcely 
be called the audience. Here may be found tering and re-issuing, 
fluctuating between the promenade and the refreshment-rooms, or \e- 
tween the Hall and dubious houses of entertainment outside, women if 
almost every shade of character from the painted and wrinkled courtesan 


| to the smart barmaid or waitress, or giggling ballet-girl. Many of thes 


latter, it may be justly remarked, only attend the place for what they ail 
a “lark.” They think it is a “ fast thing to go to the Alec, and awiully 
jolly.” They know as well as the looker-on that they are touching piteh, 
but yet have in their own minds a conscientious conviction that they will 
not be defiled. The end of such convictions, however honestly formel 
and tenaciously adhered to, may fairly enough be predicted when the 
perils of prowling gentlemen are backed up by utterly insufficient py, 
thankless labour, and often enough by insuflicient food. I would at 
hold my pen here for all the prudes in the land, and I state solemals 
that the keepers of hotels, and especially of restaurants, in this city = 
responsible morally and actually for a portion of the recruital of prost- 
tution. In many cases, temptation is almost deliberately thrown in the 
way of wretchedly-paid young women. The work of the tempter is winkel 
at for the good of trade; but should the tempted one succumb, or at least 
should the result be too gross to be winked at, she is turned off remor® 
lessly to join in time the ranks of prostitution. There is a sort of midile 
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lass of young women, who frequent especially the Alexandra, whose 
curious struggle to maintain a spurious self-respect is a mental puzzle. 
This class is almost entirely composed of the fallen darlings of the counter, 
the bar, and the ballet. It is curious for one initiated to notice the scorn 
with which that other class, whose profession is openly declared, is re- 
garded by these frail ones. ‘* You know you mustn't suppose that because 
[ go to the ‘Alec’ I’m ‘gay,’ you know; just look at those horrid women,” 
ee, This dear little soul, supposed, is not mercenary like the others; oh, 
no, she would be mortally offended at the offer of a compliment in that 
form, but by-and-by she will just throw out a hint that she would like a 
new gown or a bonnet, but always under the distinct supposition that she 
isnot “gay.”

month was shelved. Fifteen committees had been diligent in their busi- 


ness since last meeting, and their deliberative wisdom was enshrined in 
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so many minute-books. All the multifarious good or mischief they haj 


done was ratified in less than fifteen minutes. Let us describe in g 
sentence this wild succession of leaps in the dark. The Deputy- Mayor 
having called over the usual formula, ‘‘ That the proceedings of the — 
Committee do pass—approve, say aye; contrary, no; carried unapj. 
mously,” Mr. Wrigley, the smart committce-clerk, transfers unopened one 
more large volume from the heap on the Town Clerk's desk to the custody 
of a junior porter in waiting, and transactions involving a twelfth of the 
expenditure for the year are passed without a murmur. We do not desire 
to complain of an arrangement which saves time. Whether the interest 
of the ratepayers suffers, we, of course, cannot tell, as the contents of the 
mysterious tomes are as much unknown to us as they are to two-thirds 
of the Council. 

Mr. Alderman Baker, armed with a bundle of memorials from various 
select, learned, and scientific societies who find much use in the Reference 
Library, opened the debate with a proposal to take powers for his com. 
mittee to select a suitable site for a new library_in a central part of the 
town. The prayers of the memorialists dovetailet into this motion with 
a fitness which afterwards awakened the ready suspicions of Mr. Alderman 
Grundy. They all concurred in urging that the Reference Library should 
be brought as near as possible to their own particular doors. This de. 
sideratum was met by a suggestion made at last meeting, that the well- 
lighted and ventilated upper rooms in the front elevation of the New 
Town Hall should be utilised for library purposes. Literary and scientific 
men of the modern era, however, do not find it consistent with their dignity 
to mount a few score steps to consult books of which many that are the best 
have been produced in garrets; and Mr. Rowley has discovered added 
insult in the fact that the rooms proposed to be assigned are on the same 
level as the kitchen. We may at once, however, say, with respect to the 
Town Hall scheme, that the Library Committee have hit a fatal blot in 
it, that the rooms do not supply sufficient shelf accommodatipn ; and the 
blow has been seconded by the New Town Hall Committee, which con- 
demns the proposal to abstract any space from a building which, gigantic 
as it is, threatens soon to prove too small for proper municipal purposes. 
The Town Hall scheme, then, being practically slain, the remaining 
question is—how are the Free Libraries Committee to get out of the 


| dilemma in which they are placed, with a building at Campfield which is 


eracked and toppling, and from which thousands of books have already had 
to be carted away to lighten the ship? That something must be done at once 
to preserve the Reference Library for its legitimate uses is certain. The 
question is narrowed to this—will the ratepayers bear the cost of erecting 
a building or a site in the centre of the town, which may cost some unknown 
figure between £20 and £60 per yard? Viewed in this light, Mr. Ben 
Brierley’s humorous condemnation of the New Town Hall plan, and Mr. 
Fox Turner’s rhapsody in praise of books, are beside the mark, and the 
question must be decided on the practical considerations suggested by 
Mr. Alderman Heywood. After all, is the site at Campfield irredeemably 
bad? The chief objection to it, at present, is the unsavoury and w- 
pleasant neighbourhood through which it is approached ; but it seems to 
be forgotten that, with the progress of the Deansgate Improvement, it 
will in a few years be placed on the line of the finest thoroughfare in 
Manchester, served as it will doubtless be by an excellent tramway.
